verely contested” Army -Navy -Air 
Force disagreements have ham­ 
p ered the work of the national 
defense establishment. 
He said, however, they were 
sincere disagreements, and add­ 
ed that desp ite them “there ex ­ 
ists today a readiness and defense 
p otential sup erior to that of any 
p revious p eriod in our nation’s 
p eacetime history ." 
Johnson’s address, p rep ared for 
the graduation of officers attend­ 
ing the National War college, was 
heard by President Truman and 
other high officials. It was the 
defense chief’s first major p olicy 
sp eech since he took over the job 
in March. 
He sp oke harsh words about 
Russia, describing that nation as 
‘ consp iratorial” and “desp otic.” 
It is because of Russia the Unit­ 
ed States must maintain a strong 
military machine, he said, add­ 
ing this nation should not p lace 
too much trust on mere p osses­ 
sion of the atomic bomb. 
See End of Secrecy 
'Within a few short y ears,” he 
said. “We may witness the end 
of this era of atomic secrecy —an 
era whose end will be signalled 
by the exp losion of some other 
nation’s bomb. 
“From that day on. our advan­ 
tage in strategic bombing will 
rest not in monop oly p ossession 
of the atom bomb but in our su­ 
p erior stockp ile, our p roduction 
cap acity , and in the effectiveness 
and quantity of aircraft required 
to deliver those bombs.” 
But Johnson added, while “air 
p ower has given a p romise of 
sp eedier end to conflict” it has 
by no means p laced either the 
ground or naval forces in a sub­ 
ordinate p osition. 
The secretary left no doubt that 


international conduct, desp otic in 
its internal affairs—we have no 
choice but to maintain for an in­ 
terminate p art of our lifetimes 
military strength as a deterrent 
to armed aggression.”

Ohio politicians sq uinting at the thickness of 
the moss on the north side of the state house in 
Columbus and trying to find patterns in wet tea 
leaves still don’t know whether or not Governor 
Frank J. Lausche will run against Senator Robert 
A. Taft in the critical contest for senator next 
year. Governor Lausche’s recent remarks to Sen­ 
ator Taft when both were given honorary degrees 
at Ohio Wesleyan, though interpreted as a signoff, 
can’t be called conclusive. He still might consent 
to be the Democratic candidate in the big race 
against Taft. 
But a more suitable candidate would be Jack 
Kroll, the C. I. 0.*s big wheel in Ohio. The race 
then could be billed as a showdown between a man 
who dared to call his soul his own and a labor 
organization pledged to destroy any politician who 
called his soul his own on a labor issue. To be 
sure, the A. F. L, also will be spending money to 
lick Taft, but the C. I. O. will be leading the fight. 
And as long as it’s the kind of a fight it it, it might 
as well be held in the open with no holds barred— 
a clear choice between Robert A. Taft and Jack 
Kroll. 
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Pressure Block Cells Lobby Unieir 
If backers of public housing and what President 
Truman calls the “real estate lobby’’ could get to­ 
gether and talk straight, they might have to ad­ 
mit neither of them is without some taint of sin. 
That is, both are trying so desperately to win 
their case before congre« and public opinion that 
they’re leaving no stones unturned—and for good 
measure are throwing the stones. 
But when Mr. Truman castigates people who 
don’t want public housing and accuses them of 
"misrepresentation,” he’d better look who’s talking 
—the « m e man who « id a few months ago the 
other fellow’s lobby is bad and should be inves­ 
tigated but your own lobby is good and above re­ 
proach. 
As for misrepresentation, which is a round­ 
about way of calling someone else a liar, Mr. Tru­ 
man himself is not above distorting a fact here 
and there. He says the proposed public housing 
wouldn't compete with private builders. That is 
a curious thing to « y when new housing on to­ 
day’s market is looking for buyers and used hous­ 
ing is marking tune. Every new house built 
m in competition with private bui*ferwno matter 
who builds it. 
He claims public housing is for slum-clearing 
purposes but fails to say that the proposed public 
housing bill doesn’t provide that families evicted 
from the slums to be cleared shall be given living 
space in the housing built where the slum used 
to be. Even at the rate of $8 ,500 per dwelling unit 
q uoted by Mr. Truman, not many slum families 
could stand the economic pace. And when it's re­ 
membered that the proposed housing bill auth­ 
orizes expenditures of up to $2.500 per room, ex­ 
clusive of land and bureaucratic discounts, who 
wants to bet the government’s socialized houses 
wouldn’t be for the benefit of middle clan families 
only? 
Both sides in the housing issue are sincere Both 
« des usually are in this kind of an argument. And 
both sides usually end up by challenging the other 
tide's sincerity, in an attempt to discredit it. Mr. 
Truman surely must have more important thing« 
to do than write 4,000-page letters ui behalf of a 
pressure bloc which thinks a lobby is unfair.

Guarding Your Health

Research into the causes of high 
blood pressure, which has been 
gathering momentum durmg the 
past 20 years, is slowly but surely 
yielding a 
better understanding 
of this disorder which today af­ 
fects so many middle-aged and el­ 
derly people in the United States. 
It is pretty well established, 
for instance, that high blood pres 
sure does its chief damage, not in 
the body’s big arteries but in the 
countless tiny vessels which ac 
tually feed organs and tissues. It 
has also been demonstrated that 
most people who suffer from high 
blood pressure have an increased 
resistance to the flow of blood 
through these small vessels. 
Nervous Tension 
Overwork and worry, or any 
condition which causes nervous 
tension, may cause the tiny blood 
vessels to contract and tnus in­ 
crease the resistance of the flow 
of the blood through them. For 
this reason, rest and sedatives or 
q uieting drugs are used in the 
treatment of high 
blood 
pres­ 
sure, and operation to cut the 
nerves which run to these blood 
vessels has also been used with 
benefit in many instances. 
Recently, using a diet contain­ 
ing very little salt, together with 
giving certain prepartions con­ 
taining mercury to increase the 
rate of excretion of salt in the 
body through the kidneys, has 
been found to reduce high blood 
pressure to a normal level, in 
some cases within a few, days. 
Even if the blood pressure it­ 
self is not jowered by this meth­ 
od, spasm of the blood vessels, 
headache, and other symptoms

may be relieved for many months. 
The diet is first employed for a 
period of from five to seven days. 
Then the mercury is given by 
injection into a muscle at inter­ 
vals of one to four days. 
First Injection ■ 
In five of eight patients treated 
in this way, the blood prewure 
decreased within about 4% days 
after the first injection of 
the 
mercury preparations. Improve­ 
ment in the blood pressure was 
maintained by a low salt diet in 
four of the five cases studied, for 
a period of six months. The relax­ 
ation of the blood vessels was 
shown by the greater 
flow of 
blood through them, even though 
the blood pressure remained high. 
This form of treatment would ap­ 
pear to be well worth trying. 
Studies have shown that there 
is some relation between the dis­ 
orders of the kidney and high 
blood pressure. In these instances, 
the kidneys throw a substance 
into the blood which causes the 
tiny blood vessels to contract. An 
effort has been made 
to find 
some substance which would neu­ 
tralize this high-blood-pressure 
producing factor, but as yet no 
effective agent has been discov­ 
ered. 
The chief thing to remember 
about high blood pressure is that 
it can be controlled in most cases 
if the proper treatment is started 
early.

While the right o f vo ting .and 
fulfilling certain o ther civic func­ 
tio ns might be withheld fro m the 
“p etits co llabo s” during this p er­ 
io d, the o rder fo rbidding them to 
ex ercise certain p ro fessio ns wo uld 
p ro bably be remo ved. 
While the trials o f mo re imp o r­ 
tant co llabo rato rs still clo g the 
machinery o f French justice, it 
is p erhap s significant that lately 
mo re and mo re authentic resis- 
tants have fo und themselves be­ 
fo re the co urts.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., June

A Diesel engine no w’ makes 20

o f o ne cent. This is twice to three 
times mo re fresh water than co uld 
be made fo r a p enny p revio usly. 
The rep o rt w*as made by Dr. 
Abel Wo lman, Jo hns Ho p kins uni­ 
versity. It is p art o f a symp o sium 
o n water to be held here at the 
United Natio ns co nference o n 
co nservatio n and utilizatio n o f re­ 
so urces, 
beginning 
August 
17 
nex t. 
Dr. Wo lman said that p ro gress 
to ward getting fresh water fro m 1 
the sea has been surp risingly 
great in the last ten years. 
New p ro cesses include chemi­ 
cals that disso lve the salt o ut o f 
sea water. But the cheap est new 
metho d uses bo iling and co ndens­ 
ing the vap o r to fresh water. The 
co ndensatio n 
is 
sp eeded 
and 
cheap ened by co mp ressing the 
vap o r. The co mp resso rs are Die­ 
sel engines. 
The co mp ressio n-made water is 
as p ure as any distilled water. It 
| is co mp letely disinfected by the 
j p ro cess. 
Dr. Wo lman said the new p ro 
cess is no t cheap eno ugh to co m­ 
p ete with mo st fresh-water so ur 
ces, but that mo re 
eco no mical 
water evap o ratio n is o n the way. 
Americans are the wettiest p eo ­ 
p le in the wo rld in Dr. Wo lman’s 
water statistics. 
We sto re the 
equivalent o f o ne acre o t water 
a fo o t deep fo r each man, wo man 
and child. The average city uses

2,500 to ns, an Ohio State univer­ 
sity ex tensio n ho rticulturist esti­ 
mated to day. 
Verno n Patterso n, the ho rticul­ 
turist, said this wo uld co mp are 
with 1,760 to ns last year, when 
fro st cut p ro ductio n sharp ly, and 
with a 10-year average o f 2,770 
to ns. 
While the fro st hit so me Ohio 
o rchards, it did no t cause much 
damage in the heavy cherry-p ro ­ 
ducing areas: Sandusky, Lake and 
Ashtabula co unties. 
On the o ther hand, the cherry 
cro p in the vicinity o f Mo unt Ver­ 
no n was rep o rted as almo st a 
co mp lete failure. One o rchardist 
in that vicinity said he wo uld 
have no cherries. Ano ther rep o rt­ 
ed he wo uld have o nly a few bu­ 
shels, co mp ared with a no rmal 
yield o f several hundred.

Here are some examples of re­ 
cent ev ents: 
1. S e v e r a l p r o fe s so r s w e r e fired 
fr o m th e Univ ersity o f Washing­ 
to n fo r b e in g m e m b e r s 
o f the 
C o m m u n ist p a r ty, 
2. The Univ ersity of California 
has ordered its 4,000 teachers to 
take a new oath of loyalty to the 
United States. 
3. A week ago 20 top educators 
—including General Dwight Eis- 
enhfiwer, president of Columbia 
univ ersity, and Dr. J ames B. Con­ 
ant, president of Harv ard, issued 
a report which said: 


MEMBERS OF THE Commun 
ist party should not be employed 
as teachers. 
The 
reasoning 
behind 
those 
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three steps was this: A Commun­ 
ist party member has no academic 
freedom anyway; he surrendered 
intellectual 
honesty, when 
he 
joined the party and now, sheep­ 
like, does what it tells him. 
But all three steps dealt with 
the teaching done by teachers, not 
with what teachers did outside a 
classroom. Now that elem ent has 
been added. 
In a sharp letter to President 
Conant of Harv ard — who says 
Communist teachers shouldn’t be 
hired—Frank B. Ober, who grad­ 
uated from Harv ard in 19 13 and 
now is a Baltimore lawyer, said: 
Anyone familiar w ith Com­ 
munist methods knows that most 
of the damage from teachers is 
dolle outside the classroom, made 
possible by the influence gained 
in the classroom. 
Similarly, I believ e a profes­ 
sor’s efforts to aid Communists 
gain greatly from his prestige as 
a professor, and it is not reason­ 
able to close one’s eyes to such 
extracurricular activ ities.” 
Ober is the father of the anti­ 
com m unist law recently passed 
by the Maryland legislature. 
In 
his letter he complained bitterly 
about two Harv ard 
professors, 
Harlow Shapley, who teaches as­ 
tronomy, and J ohn Ciardi, who 
teaches English composition. 
Ciardi, he said, spoke at a 
Maryland meeting of Henry Wal­ 
lace’s Progressiv e party, to fight 
the anti-Communist law spon­ 
sored by Ober; Shapley, he said, 
spoke at the New York meeting 
of the “ cultural and 
scientific 
conference 
for 
world 
peace” 
where 
this 
country’s 
foreign 
policy was attacked. 
Ober wants Harv ard to set up 
its own 
loyalty program. 
He 
said: “ The test of a professor’s ac­ 


tions ought not to be whether he 
can be actually prov ed g uilty of, a 
crime. 
Reasonable grounds to 
doubt his loyalty to our g ov ern­ 
ment should disqualify him, for 
the position is one of trust, and 
the gov ernment has, if it chooses 
to exercise it, regulatory power 
ov er education.” 


Conant answered briefly that 
Harv ard’s long tradition of letting 
its professors act as priv ate cit­ 
izens w ill remain unchanged. 
Harv ard 
“ believ es 
that 
the 
members of the faculties, in their 
capacity as citizens, hav e the 
same rights 
to 
express 
them­ 
selv es as other citizens, and that 
those rights should not be re­ 
stricted by the univ ersity by try­ 
ing to keep a ‘watch’ on profes­ 
sors.” 


Meanwhile, the house un-Am ­ 
erican activ ities stuck its fingers 
into educi|tion and ran into hot 
trouble.

Traces Growth of 
Electric Furnace 
Co. For Ç. of C. 


Curtis Vaughan, assistant vice- 
president o f the Electric Furnace 
Co ., described his firm ’s activities 
at a luncheo n meeting o f the 
Chamber o f Co mmerce 
in 
the 
Lape ho tel Mo nday . 
He po inted o ut that the E. F. 
firm do es no do mestic o r co m­ 
mercial wo rk, all its furnaces be­ 
ing the industrial ty pe. An indus­ 
trial furnace, he said, is an en­ 
clo sed chamber in whiah high 
tem perature heat is applied to a 
pro duct fo r shaping, making a 
metallurgical change o r jo ining o r 
treating parts by fusio n. 
The Electric Furnace co mpany 
was fo rmed in 1923, replacing a 
similar firm started in 1911 by 
Tro y Co pe Sr7 in Alliance. The 
present firm is headed by K. U. 
Wirtz, president; Ro y West, vice- 
president; Ro ss Painter, secretary . 
Co pe is treasurer and chairman o f 
the bo ard. 
Wo rld-Wide Market 
Vaughan said the co mpany ’s 
markets are wo rld-wide. The lar 
gest users o f industrial furnaces 
are steel mills, brass and co pper 
mills, auto mo tive part plants and 
aircraft part firms. 
The E. F. has markets in So uth 
Africa, Argentina, Brazil, Chile 
and Denmark, to name o nly a few 
co untries. 
In 1924 the firm ’s gro ss sales 
were $ 200,000. Fro m 1936-39 the 
figure ro se to $ 1 millio n. The war 
bo o m bo o sted business to a high 
o f $ 7,800,000, with fo ur y ears o ver 
the $ 5 millio n mark. In 1948, gro ss 
sales levelled o ff to abo ut $ 3 m il­ 
lio n. 
Vaughan to ld the Chamber o f 
Co mmerce that 35 per cent o f 
tho se figures was released in the 
Salem area in salaries. 
The Chamber also heard a re­ 
po rt by A tt’y . Charles McCo rk- 
hill, who is heading a co mmittee 
investigating the pro blem o f gar- 


bage dispo sal in Salem. He said 
he had learned that a franchise 
wo uld have to be granted to 
a 
single firm to do the’‘wo rk. 


The co st to the average ho use­ 
ho ld wo uld be abo ut $ 20 y early . 
The pro ject is still under investi­ 
gatio n.

P U N FOR MILITARY 


WASHINGTON. Jun e 21—(AP> 
—Members of the sen ate armed 
services committee

Viey favor. writin g a n ew retire­ 
men t plan in to the military pay 
bill. 
Sen ator Hun t (D-Wyo.) told his 
colleagues con gress will be d oin g 
“on ly half a job” if it d oes n ot 
overhaul the military retiremen t 
set-up alon g with the pay scale. 
Sen ator Chapman (D-Ky) told 
reporters he favors in clud in g re­ 
tiremen t provision s in the pay 
bill. 
An ad visory committee on serv­ 
ice pay 
recommen d ed 
a 
plan 
which would permit volun tary 
retiremen t at 60 years of age an d 
after 20 years of service. 
The 
presen t law permits retiremen t 


upon request after 20 years of 
service w ith n o regard to age. 
Aifts Con sid eration 
Cliacjes E. Hock, chairman of 
the ad visory group, recommen d ed 
the committee in clud his group s 
plan in the pay bill n ow bein g 
stud ied . The house mad e n o re­ 
tiremen t provision in its pay bill, 
sayin g the matter should be han ­ 
d led in separate legislaUon . 
Thomas Steven son , an actuarial 
expert on the Hook committee, 
said , con gress “should n ot stall” 
an y further on the retiremen t 
plan . “It has been given plen ty 
of thought alread y,” he said . 
Steven son said the bill should 
in clud e provision s for both volun 
tary an d d isability retiremen t. He 
criticized the house bill which 
would allow on ly 30 per cen t of 
base pay for 30 per cen t d isabil 
ity. Steven son said the pay should 
be raised to 50 per cen t of base 
pay. 
The house bill would in crease 
the base pay but cut back the 
flight pay to a flat $ 210 a mon th 
for gen eral officers. The average 
flight pay for all ran ks would 


be about 37 per cen t in stead of j OUT OUR WAY 
50 per cen t 
Hook recommen d ed the com­ 
mittee cut this mon thly rate to 
¡1100 a mon th. 
Hook argued that gen eral offi­ 
cers are too valuable in ad min is­ 
trative work to be required to d o 
hazard ous flyin g to get the extra 
pay. 
Mean while Sen ator Flan d ers 
(R-Vt.) said he will oppose the 
military pay boost bill un less con ­ 
gress gran ts all other govern men t 
workers an in crease at the same 
time.

Curren t stren gth of the Soviet 
armed forces is placed at 4,000,000 
men : That of the Un ited States at 
1,685,000. 
, Her armed forces cost the So­ 
viet Un ion on ly $ 1,800 per man 
per year, again st a figure of $ 5,- 
000 per men per year 
for the 
Un ited States. The d ifferen ces is 
accoun ted for largely by the high­ 
er stan d ard of livin g for the in ­ 
d ivid ual American sold ier, an d 


higher pay for U. S. in d ustrial 
workers. 
The Soviet n ation al in come for 
1949 is placed at $ 67,600,000,000. 
Of this total, $ 13,100,000,000 is al 
located to military expen d itures 
of all types—or 19.2 per cen t of 
the total. 
Un ited States estimated in come 
for the year is 
$ 224,000.000,000 
total d efen se expen d itures were 
expected to be $ 13,800,000,000 or 
6.2 per cen t of the total.
